Dear Editor, ^ a recen t meeting of the Students Association in 


London much regret was expressed that no action had been taken 
in regard to a letter from Eric Bishop^- long since published 
in the Review asking whether the children of the Parents' Union 
School could not adopt a coomon badge by which they might recognise 
eacn other and which would be a tangible proof of their love, 
loyalty and corporate feeling. 

Several schools and pupils have since expressed the same 
wisn, and we should be very glad if you would enable ms to 
take concerted action by appealing through the columns to all the 
children of the Parents' Union School, whether in home school- 
rooms or in affiliated schools, to give their ideas and support. 

At the London meeting several suggestions were made as to tne 
nature of the badge which we submit to be considered by the 
children themselves. 

It was proposed that it should take the form of a small 
enamel medal, with possibly a hat band bearing the same design 
upon it for the benefit of boys as well as girls. 

Whatever "totem" is chosen the motto of the school must of 
course be included,, "I am, I ought, I can, I will." Cne delegate 
proposed the "fylfot' already well known ±n Winchester people, 
but that of course already has associations of its own. The 
most’ popular suggestion was the lark "true to the kindred points 
of neaven and home," and also the embodiment ol that "spirit of 
delight" which is so often the result of our children' s training

Dear Editor, 

At tJie last meeting of the Students' Association in 
London, there was a discussion as to how tne suggestion that 
tne children of the Parents' Union School should' choose their 
own Badge and Colours, could be made practicable. 

It was resolved to ask, through the Parents' Review - 
with your permission - that all the children of the School 
snould send their ideas on the subject to you, as you have 
most kindly promised to select the best and most suitable 
of those sent. In this way we hope to meet the wishes of 
all Parents' Union School children. 

To give some idea of wnat is wanted, we have drawn up 
tne following regulations: - 

(1) There must be a verbal description of the design of 
the Badge and Colours, and, when possible, a coloured drawing 
should accompany it. 

(2) The finished Badge must not exceed 1* inches in length, 
though the drawing of it may be larger. 

(3) The design must be suitable to the material (Silver 
enamelled), in which it is proposed to carry it out. 

(4) The idea must be entirely the child's own, but help 
may be given in the drawing. 

(5) The design should be simple. 

(6) All drawings and descriptions must be sent to Miss Mason, 
at trie House of Education, Ambleside, not later than November 

1st, iyoa.
